The ScDHie was opened with prayer by Rev. 
i- M. Lancaster, of the Catholic Church. 

The Jourual of yesterday was read by the 
Clerk. 

MESSAGE FROM THE OOVERNOR^DEaTH OF HON. 

LINN BOYD. 

A message was received from the Governor, 
by Mr. Monroe, Secretary of Stale, announcing 
the death of Hon. Linn Boyd, Lieucenuiit Gov- 
ernor, and informing the Legislature that lie had 
o dered the public offices to be closed during the 
day, and recommending suitable action on (be 
part of the Legislature. 

Mr. JOHNSON arose and addressed the Sen 
ate as follows, viz: 

Mr. SpEAKER:~The message just read from 
the Clerk's table, from the Governor of this 
Commonwealth, announces to the Senate and 
the country, that Hon. Li.sn Boyd is dead. He 
died, ns the Governor informs us, on Saturday 
evening last at 8 o'clock, at home, and in the 
bosom of his beloved family. 

I have known the deceased since J820. We 
were reared in the same portion of Kenincky, 
and for the last fifteen years our relations have 
been the most intimate. It is, therefore, fitting 
that I should npeak of him. Though difTering 
widely from him in political sentiment, and nev- 
er having voted for him, 1 cannot resist the im 
puUe of tendering to his memory the tribute of 
my heartfelt sorrow. 

Col. Boyd was born in the city of Nashville, 
Tennessee, on the 22d day of November, l8bU. 
llis lather, Abram Boyd, removed from Nash 
villa to Christian county, now Trigg, in 18U3, 
where he was reared to manhood. In 182G, when 
the district of country known as the Kentucky 
purchase was divided into counties, he removed 
to the county of Calloway, in that district, and 
the next year was returned the first member to 
the legislature from the fourcouiities comprising 
that district, when there was less than throe bun 
dred voters within its limits. Ho was returned 
for three consecutive sessions, during which time 
he originated the policy which settled that beau 
tiful country, and which now contains cities and 
towns, whilst the rural districLs team with busy 
industry and thrift, and an aggregate population 
of one hundred thousand people. He Justly de 
serves to be called the father of bis people! In 
lb3(>, be returned to Trigg county, and the next 
year was again elected to the Legislature trom 
that county. 7'his was his last service in the 
Legislature. He was then called to a higher 
splierc of action. In 1635, he was elected to the 
Congress of the United States, and served his 
first term with disiinguishedabilitv- He was de- 
feated by party divisions in 1837; was re-elected 
iu lc39, and cotitinued uninterruptedly in Con 
gress until he had served eighteen yeara! and 
alter which voluntariy retired to private life, to 
spend big days like Cincinnatus at the handles 
of the plow*. But his countryman would not 
spare him from her councils, and he wasnomina 
led for the office of Lieutenant Governor, at the 
Democratic Convention which assembled last 
January in this city, ^oon after this, he was 
stricken down by disease, and from the severity 
of which he bad no respite, until he yielded up 
bis last sight to the God of all mercy! As I must 
be brief, 1 will allude to a single incident in his 
public life. In 1850, when the Texas boundary, 
with a Territorial Government for New Mexico 
was under consideration in the House of Ropre 
•eotaiives, that measure, constituting the basis of 
the compromise measures, was lost bya few votes 
U was reo>nsidered again and lost, but the bill had 
received some slight ainendmeiit, and was again 
piopoted to be reconsidered, and the Speaker ruled 
the motion out of order. At this juncture Mr. 
Boyd got the floor, and moved to appeal from 
the decision of the Chair, and made a speech 
upon the importance of the measurt— showing 
the dangers that threatt-ned the Union; and such 
was ibe poaer of that appeal, that tiie vote 
**As reconsidered, and taken on the bill and 
passed, and the Union was saved! The great 
names of the Senate were present in the House, 
and when the result was known, the great com 
moner, who now sleeps in the shades of Ashland, 
shed tears of Joy over the result. 

Col Boyd w.ts in many respects a remarka 
bit mao. He never appealed to the venality of 
the pre«8 to aid him in his political aspirations; 
be never bought a friend, and never stooped to 
RO enemy, he never asked appoinimeois for 
any of his-constitueiits, except on the score ol 
qualification, and it is a remarkable fact that he 
has scarcely ever sought an appointment for any 
of his constituents He would say to those who 
asked it, the field of executive favor is too 
small a one for a noble ambition; qualify your- 
self well and then appeal to the people. 

It may be asked what contributed so largely 
to his success? I answer, first, the full convic 
lion of his Judgment that he was right; and sec 
ond, the extraordinary facility with which bo 
read the human character. 

Mr. Speaker and brother Senators, this is a 
time for memory and for tears; why has he been 
called from this noble theatre, whilst we are 
left? He that could have said to the troubled 
waters, cease, be itill! His noble form, bis 
lolly patriotism, bis supreme love of country 
which nothing could daunt, made this the fit 
theatre for his actions, and this the time for the 
display of bis great influence and his ripe expe 
rience. 

Mr. Speaker and brother Senators, let us this 
day renew, over the ashes of the illustrious 
dead, our devotion to the Union and the Consti- 
tution. Sir, standing on my native heath, sur 
rounded by the living and the dead that 1 love, 
with all the memories of the past, and the hope 
of the future, with my hand on the constitution 
and standing in the presence of that honored 
meroemo, (pointing to the portrait of Gov.Shel 
by,) who at King's mountain stood amidst that 
storm of fire and iron hail, and who bore in bis 
body enduring oieniorials of that struggle in 
which American liberty was purchased, and in 
the presence of that immortal man, (pointing to 
the portrait of Henry Clay,) who uttered (be 
noble sentiment that ‘‘peace hath her victories 
as well as war;** 1 say in the presence of these, 
and you, Mr. Speaker, and all roj brother Sen 
ators, that 1 this day renew ray pledge to stand 
by the Union and Constitution, until, like this 
great man, 1 shall be called fr'^m the labors of 
this life to the peaceful quiet of the grave. 

Mr. Speaker, let us from this noble theater 
baniNb all partisan ill feeling, and over the 
grave which now bides from our view this eroi 
oent citizen and statesman, pledge our lives and 
our honor, now and forever, to the good of our 
country. When the future historians shall 
write the history of the great men of Kentucky, 
high upon the list will stand the name of Linn 
Boyd. 

Mr. Speaker, 1 now ask leaYe to introduce the 
appropriate resolutions, and ask that they be 
spread upon the Journals of the Senate. 

I'he Senate of Kentucky having received the 
intelligence of the death of Hon. Linn Boyd. 
the Lieutenant Governor and presiding officer 
elect of this body, and sharing in the universal 
sorrow this sad event will carry to every part of 
his adopted State, which he has so long and 
faithfully served in the councils of the State and 
oaiion. do unanimously resolve— 

Reso/twd, That the Speaker’s chair bo shroud 
ed in black during the session, and that the of- 
ficers and members of this body will wear mouro- 
ing on the left arm for thirty davs. 

Ruoirjtdf That we are penetrated with pro 
found sorrow for the loss, at this time, of one so 
firm in all good and patriotic purposes, so exalt 
ed in virtue, so pure in all the relations of Ule, 
and a statei>maD so inflexibly attached to the 
Union of these States. 

That the Speaker of the Senate be requested to 
direct a copy of this preamble and these resolu 
lions to be transmitted to Mrs. Ann L. Boyd, as 
suring her that this body deeply condole with 
her, in the irreparable loss she has sustained iu 
the severely afflicting dispensatiou of Provi 
dence, and that we shall ever cherish a profound 
respect for the mauifold virtues and ettlmable 
worth of her late husband. 



Rmlved, That whan the Senate adjourns, It 
will adjourn to to morrow at 10 o'clock- 
Mr.FISKaaid: 

Mt. SpEAKSa:— I arise to second the resolu 
tlous presented by the Senator from McCracken. 
1 cauDOt find words to express the deep grief 1 
feel on this sad occasion. A truly good, pure 
and wise statesman has fallen. He was a noble 
specimen of the physical man; dignified and 
courteous iu his bearing, be Justly merited and 
won the respect of all who knew him. He has 
left to his bereaved widow and fatherless cliil 
dreo a rich legacy in bis spotless private life, 
and his exalted and unrivalled public character. 
His life exhibits a bright example of the true 
spirit and (he real workings of our unequalled 
American institutions. Born in humble life, en 
dowed with great natural abilities, be early com 
preheaded liis powers and bis opportunities.— 
With an upward glance be saw all the avenues 
to honor and distinction wide open before him. 
He began the struggle of life unalterably deter 
mined to do right, and never to turn bis back 
upon friend or loe. His ascent was rapid. He 
passed through the State Legislature aud up to 
Congress, and was twice elected Speaker of that 
body. For eighteen years he was a Represenia* 
live in Congress from one of the most enlight- 
ened districts in the State. .Always without a 
peer; and most of the time without a rival.— 
His cunatituents were proud of him as a man, 
aud always delighted to do him honor. He vol 
uiitarily retired liom Congress to the quiet of his 
own happy home; but the people again called 
upon him, and placed him iu the second office 
under the Government of the State. ButaUs! 
he has not been permitted to take his teat. He 
has fallen. The grave has received him. He 
has pas>sed away, and left his model character 
for our imitation. We shall soon be surrounded 
with ihe emblems of death, reminding us that we 
too arc mortal, and must soon go hence and be 
here no more. Let us imitate bis example, and 
emulate bis virtues

Be it enacted by the General A$$emblyoJ the 
CofMnonwealthoJ Kentucky^ That chapter 59, sec 
tiuQ 1st, of the Revised statutes, be, aud the same 
is hereby, amended, by repealing that pirtul 
said seciiuD begimung at the word “unless," to 
the end of said section. 

^ 2. '1 hat all laws now in force in this Com 
mouweahh authorizing the redemption of lauds 
that were lorleited ior the non payment of taxes, 
or other cause, prior to the 1st day of January, 
lo34, are hereby repealed; that all grants subse- 
queiitly made by the btate,of any such forfeited 
lands, shall vest the fee simple title iu the gran 
tees, (heir heirs or assigns. 

^ 3. 'I'bat all lands torfeitod as stated in the 
preceding section, and not heretofore granted by 
the S>taie, shall be subject to entry in the same 
manner as now provided by law in regard to 
vacant and unappropriated lands. 

^ 4 That any peison having possession of any 
such land, forieited as aforesaid, claiming the 
same to a well defined or marked boundary, shall 
have the exclusive right, for twelve months af- 
ter the passage of this act, to pre empt the land 
so held, not exceeding five hundred acres. The 
possession to auihurixe the exclusive right to 
pre empt, shall be by actual residence on the 
land by the claimant, or bis or her tenant. 

$ 5. Any person bolding any such forfeited 
lands by deed of conveyance made bona fide, 
and who have regularly listed and paid taxes on 
the same, but who have not such title and pos- 
ee(>sion as will, under existing laws, vest them 
with title by reason of the forfeiture of the land, 
shall have the exclusive right, at any time with 
iu twelve months after the passage of this act, 
to preempt the land so held. 

^6. 'i bat in all cases where there are taxes 
due the State, on lands forfeited prior to the 1st 
day of January, 1834, and such lauus have been 
granted by the Slate subsequently to such ior 
leiture, such grant shall operate as a release of 
all the taxes due upon that so granted, up to the 
date of such grant. And all grants that may be 
hereafter made of any such lands, shall in like 
manner operate as a release of the taxes due 
at the date of such grant. Thu release of taxes 
as herein piovided, shall inure to the benefit of 
the grantees, their heirs or assigns: Provided, 
That nothing herein contained shall prevent the 
Slate Irom proceeding to sell ior taxes auy lands 
not heretofore granted, and that shall not be en- 
tered and surveyed within twelve mouths trom 
the passage of this act; after that time the State 
may proceed to sell ior taxes, m conloimity with 
existing laws, any lorfeited lauds not granted, or 
entered and surveyed as herein provided.

DEATH OF THE HON. LINN BOYD. 

Mr. HUSBANDS addressed the House as fol- 
lows: 

Mr. Speaker:— Being from the same county 
in which Col. Boyd resided, whose death hasjust 
been made known to this House by a message 
from His Excellency the Governor, and having 
known and admired him as a statesman from my 
bildbood, and loved him as a private cititen 
od a neighbor, the first Impulse of my heart 
.rompta me to rise and expreas the deep emo- 



tions of regret wbicb I feel on aooonnt of the 
irerparable loss, not only to bit family and his 
many personal friend*, but as a public calamit> 
to the State aud the Union. 

1 shall not now attempt to give to this House 
even a short sketch of the life of Col. Boyd— 
his life is a part of the history of our country; 
bis character for honesty aud virtue, his cousum- 
mate Judgment and unwavering firmness upon 
all the political questions that agitated hi.- 
couDtry during all his long public life, made him 
the favorite mao of bis party; and now that he 
lives no more, his political opinions and public 
services remain in the memory of bis country, 
as landmarks and beacon lights, by which our 
children may conduct the old ship of state safe- 
ly down the stream of time. 

Col. Boyd loved bis country, and when he saw 
her coostiiutiou in danger iu 1;?50, he stood by 
(be side of Webster aud the immortal Clay, and 
battled against the raging spirit of disunion. 
'Tis true he had well grounded and firmly fixed 
principles of political faith; he loved bis parfj/, 
out his COUNTRY more, aud stood prepared, at an 
times, to make any and every personal sacrifice 
for the good of his party, and the mainleaauce 
of the Federal Coustitution. 

One thing more 1 must say of Col. Boyd. 
However honest public men may be, there are 
always those who impeach their motives or iu- 
tegritv, but I am proud to bear testimony that 
even in the turmoil of political excitement, 
when crimination and recriminatiou character 
ixed the parties of the country, all admitted 
Col. Boyd was an honest politician; yes, like 
Casar’s wife, be proudly stood above suspicion. 

When we contemplate the death of a great 
aud useful man; when we see bis sctiiog sun in 
the dark cloud go down in death, to ri.ne no 
more, sid thoughts do sink deep into every pa . 
ti ioiic bosom 

B)mpathizing as I do with the family of the 
deceased, 1 hope Buch resolutions will be offered 
as will be expressive of the feelings of this 
House. 

Mr. LANNOM said — Mr. Sfeaker, on S itur 
day evening last one of the ablest poliiiciaiis, 
one of the profoundest statesmen, one of the 
purest patriots, that ever ranked among the sous 
of Kentucky, ceased to exist. Death is ever 
terrible, there is agony in the mother’s heart us 
she hangs over the bier of her stranger babe, 
which has, but for a day, been placed upon her 
bosom; it fills the hearts of brothers, sisters, and 
school mates with a vague and nameless terror, 
when one of their fellows is taken from among 
them; a solemn awe reigns over a oeigliburhood 
when one of their number falls a victim to the 
fell destroyer; but, sir, when it breaks and re 
moves out of its place a pillar of the temp'e; 
when it removes a member from a Common 
wealth, as a chili to its parent, and more iluiia 
ciiixen to his neighborhood, deep and solemn 
and earnest indeed should be tlie nation's grivt 
From city to village, as last as electricity and 
the iron steed can bear the sad tidings, a shadow 
of sorrow is falling upon the hearts of the chil 
dren of this Commonwealth. 

Sir, it is not my purpose to give even a brief 
sketch of the life and services of the great man 
for whom the nation this day mourns. The 
story of bis life is a part of the history of the 
nation, aud finds a living page in the hearts of 
his countrymen. For nearly Unity years he 
bent all the energies of his great mind to the 
service of bis country. So devoted was ho to 
ihe doctrines and principles of his parly ; so 
xealous and so watchtul of the publio'weal, and 
so successtul in his teachings upon the principle^ 
upon which he believed the govern uieiit should 
be administered, that that portion of Kentucky 
of which 1 have the honor to be a citizen is now 
known throughout the great sisterhood ol States 
by the name of “Lina Boyd’s district." And, 
sir, it is not Kentucky alone that shall feel the 
gre tt loss we now deplore, for he had not only 
endeared himself to his own State, but he had 
fur eighteen years served the Republic in the 
Congress of the Untied Slates; and now, sir, 
when tbs hall which had, for so many years, been 
the scene of bis labors, and over which he hud. 
for four years presided wiib so much dignity and 
ability, is filled with hostile parties, aud while, 
iu their fierce struggles for ascendency in the 
organization of the House, at a lime when the 
elements in that House are being stirred aud 
tossed as by an ocean storm, the last ol tliose 
great men who could once stand upon the floor 
of (bat Hall, and say to the troubled waters, 
“peace, be still," has been gathered to his 
fathers.

He IS lost lo Ih ■ forjs : 

Like a suuimer drk-d fountain, 

When our oaeU wtulhe sorest.** 

Mr. .MoELROY said— I he solemn announce 
meiit hasjiisi been made to this house, by the 
executive, that the Honorable Linn Boyd, Lieut. 
Governor of this Commonwealth, has departed 
this life; the same enunciation has just been re 
pealed on this floor by (he worthy member Irom 
.McCracken; this news will spread a gloom over 
this wide spread Commonwealth to know that the 
Lieutenant Governor ol t^is Bute, and one of 
her noblest sons, is no more. 

I do not rise, sir, to pronounce an empty and 
high sounding eulogy upon his character as a 
citizen or statesman, but only to pay a proper 
aiidjnst tribute to his memory. Hisliistory is 
written and interwoven with (he history of our 
Btate and the history of the important political 
events of the United States Government. 

I have been personally and iiiiimutely ac' 
quainted with Coi. Boyd over a quarter ot acen 
lurj. Him and myself arc near the same age, 
and resided in the same district of country. I 
am not certain whether be was born in North 
Carolina or Tenuesseu, but he emigrated to this 
State about the period of manhood Irom near 
Nashville, and settled in the couuty of Christian, 
where be continued to reside until that district 
known as Jackson’s purchased was taken poises 
sioD of by (be Government of Kentucky, and 
erected into four counties west of iho Tennessee 
river. As one of the early pioneers Col. Boyd 
settled there, which was then a frontier and 
sparcely populated by the white man. The 
moccason track of the savage was still fiesh on 
the soil. Young Boyd’s character lor integrity 
and firmness was soon established amongst his 
hardy and chivalrous neighbors; a:id having 
confidence in the soundness of his judgment, he 
was chosen by that people amongst their first 
representatives to the General Assembly. He 
continued as their representative until, by his 
wisdom and foresight, he placed that people in 
a happy and prosperous condition by his wise 
policy of legislation he prepared for them. At 
this period he was placed in nomination by his 
friends as a candidate for Congress in opposition 
to Col. Lyon, the old and experienced standard 
bearer of the old first Congressional district; he 
was beat by a small majority. At the next Con 
gresstoual race iu said district be triumphed over 
all opposition; he was continued in Congress for 
about 18 years, and during that period he never 
sustained defeat but once, and that was aecom 
plished under peculiar and trying circuiiistances. 
It was during the memorable period ot the great 
financial pressure that swept over the United 
Sutes — caused, as was alleged, by the discon 
tiuuance of the National Bank. As a measure 
of relief a large number of Col. Boyd's friends 
urged him to declare himself favorable to the 
proposition to re charter the old Bank, or create 
a new one, and promised him, if he would do so, 
certain success iu his election. He replied, that 
he bad alwayscherished the sentiment that con 
sistcucy and honesty was a jewel, and that he 
had advocated a different policy, influenced by 
the honest convictions of bis judgment, and he 
intended to stand or fall upon these principles; 
and (hat even in defeat he would be buoved up 
by a consciousness ot political rectitude; and by 
adhearing to that posiiiou he was defe.ated. The 
storm passed over, and a clear political sky 
again smiled on this land, and his old Irieiidsi 
declared to him that they were wrong and that 
! he was right, and by acclamation he was again 
called upon and elected to the Congress of the 
United Sutes 

While there, his iron will, and honesty and 
determination of purpose was known and ac 
knowledged, and r>y a vote of his fellow mem 
bers he was placed in the high and proud post 
lion of Speaker of the House of Representatives 
of the Congress of the United States. His ad- 
miniHtratioD was marked with ability, fairness 
and firmness. 



He was in Congrets at the passage of tho 
merflorable Compromise Measures; which, if ad- 
hered to, will secure perpetuity to this Union, 
uid the cunstitutionul right to (he southern 
Sutes, and it is ilie history of that eventful 
[leriod that their passage was mainly secured by 
the wisdom and iiifluence of Col. Boyd. 

He was a roan of powerful intellect— quick to 
comprehend and grasp a subject, and always 
ready lo decide and determine his course of .ac- 
tion. He was ill alibis reiaiions of life candid 
lod frank, having never concealed a political 
T«entimeiit in his life. He was what is called a 
self made man, never having bad the advantages 
nf a liberal education. His name had gone 
abroad throughout ttiis oation, and he whs fa- 
vorably spoken of as a candidate for the Pre^i 
iency. Atlhe last August election the people of 
Kentucky called ou Intn to discharge the duties 
of LieutenaniGovcr:ior He ob(niii!<d the po^l 
tioQ without an effort on his part. Such, sir, 
was Col. Linn Boyd. It may be truly said that 
a niighty man has lalien in our land. 

Mr. BURNAM said— Mr Speaker, it it era 
inently just that the gentleman ou the other side 
of this chamber, who were not only the political 
but tln^ personal friends of th^ distinguished 
dead, should first have offered tributes to his 
memory. I hope it will be regarded as not 
inappropriate Co sav that those with whom I am 
a'*sociated on ihi'^ floor unite with them, cordl- 
dially, iu this detnoustratioo of re.spcct. 

In (hat portion of Kentucky where 1 live, Mr. 
Bo)d had many devoted lii«iidH, to whom the 
annouucrment of his death will bring unaffected 
sorrow. I had the pleasure lo make (he acquain- 
tance of Mr. Bo\d w hile a R« pre-eiitaiive on 
this floor, in the winter ot IrSl, aud of renewing 
that ucquHtuianco in the summer of 18.50, when 
be was on a visit to my county. W hilst differing 
Irom him politicnlly. he impressed me with a 
high sense of his ituiependenrp, his fairness, and 
pairioti«m, and I could readily see how it was 
that his fritMids should .*o long havo extended to 
him their unabated confidence. 

Death, it lias been said, “sets liie seal of can 
onization on a great name " lu the unend 
ing silence of the tomb, all party rancour 
should be stilled, and when the noble spirits of 
(he country cease to live, and serve those who 
ill life honored them, w e first learn how much of 
the real wealth of the country disappears. Hor 
alter all, sir, the wealth of a nation does not cou 
sist in its broaii domain, in its niiius of precious 
metals, in its deep broad rivers, teeining with 
the fruits of comuiercial ctirerpiiiic, or its im 
mense mechanical and iiianuficuiring establish 
ments. It dues consist, mainly, in the tot.il 
value of the persons, of the people, and is illus 
trated by the career of it.s noble men. Its com 
iiianders, and law«givcr<, its laborers, its states 
men and benefactors. VVhen these die wo real 
ize (he public loss 

The parly differences wrhicli in life separated 
Col. Bo)d from many of liis countrymen are for- 
gotten now thnl Ills race is rue; iu the memory 
that he loved the Union, and all his countrymen 
— that in the darkened monieiits of the State he 
counseilcd conciliation, peace, justice, and honor. 
I'hese are memories that do not die. i'bey sur 
vivo iu evcrlustiog freshness.

Mr. G.AI I'HER said: It may be presumption, 
perhaps, in the youngest member of tliis Uou.se, to 
say anything in addition to whathas been so elo 
quently spoken upon the ocaisioii, but as i have 
been taught Irom my earliest inlancy to love 
Col Boyd, 1 beg the indulgence of the House 
for a few moments. 

It is wriiicu in the Holy Bible “that all flesh 
is ns grass, and the glory of man is as the flower 
of grass." We have today le.anicd that ail 
(hat is mortal of Linn Boyd (one of Kenulck>'^ 
noblest sons) has withered— is dead. Yet hia 
glory, unlike “the flower of grass." will live 
and forever bloom iu the gruiHul hearts of bi» 
countrymen. 

When the giant onk of the forest has been 
blighted by the ligluiiings ot heaven, the lender 
parasite, that was shaded by its verdure, blooms 
out an evergreen ot beHUty, and witu flowers ol 
brighiness binds up its dying brandies. Bo the 
blighiings of Lmii Boyd— the mortal oak among 
the trees of Liberty — will only cau^o the gloiy 
of his patriotism to bloom in piiccuial beauty — 
for now (hat he is dead, the longue of paiiy ran- 
cour will be siUiiceU, mid all will tender to him 
hisjur-t meed of piaise. 

Among niiiny otlier virtues of a more d izzling 
ciurauler, Col. B«»yd possessed one that will 
cause mnny heat is to bow low* \>iih sorrow when 
it it heard that lie is dead. He was the poor in>tn's 
friend, and many prayers for God's uiercv upon 
Ills Soul, will misu with it to heaven, Irom the 
cabin fireside of thoae who kuuw him but to love 
him. 

1 need not speak of his public lifo. That is 
part of tlie country’s history— so interwoven 
w ith it that it will live while the country exi ts, 
but 1 deem it my duty and iny privilege to piv 
this tribute to the memory u( iho “Farmer 
BtHtesmaii,** and to drop ouetearol sympaihf 
over our nation's loss. 

Mr. McELROY offered the following rcRolu- 
lions, wliich were unuiiiniou>Iy adopted [ The 
resolutions are the same as those adopted by the 
Senate.]

'Ihiiwns a proceeding, by petition, in this 
County Court, by Cathaiine VV’indsor — an infant 
uiidt-r fourieeii — ihiouch her next friend, lo re- 
nove her guardian The guaidian resisted tin* 
.pplicatiou I'he County Court refused to re 
move iiim, and the Circuit Court, on appeal, at 
rtiined the order of the County Judge. Fro 
ilnii Judgment of affirmance the infant has ap 
pea led. 

It appenrs that the father of appellant died in 
testate, leaving a widow and two daughters— 
Catharine and Susan, both of them UD(|er four 
teen years of nge — and also a considerable os 
ule— coii^^lsiiiig of land, slaves and personal 
property; that ids widow was appointed adminis 
'ralilx of his estate, and her brother, C. Rllev 
«t her instance, guardian for her children .A! 
*0 ihiir, now long afterwards, llie widow Inter 
married with .Mt Aii- . and a short time ihereaf 
ter, having indm .er brother to resign hi 
rust as guaidtan, .\lc.-Uee was appointed in liiii 
^tead. After this the mother of the Infanta died 
nd ill the course of a few moutiis AlcAtee mar 
ried another Indy, in no wise reiiited to his ward 
or their friends. Upon the death of their moth 
er, the wards w*ent to reside with their own kin 
Ired. Susan, the elder sister, being then four 
teen years of age,>cU cted her uncle, Win. Ri 
ley, as h» r guardian. 

Jl further appears that McAtee asserted claim 
IS suivivor ol his former wife, to per^onaity and 
other property which the inlunts claim as pan 
ot their deceased father’s estate, of which estate 
there had been nodistribulion, division or setti 
ment uinde by him or his wife as administratrix 
iiid lliat he had not, as guardian, filed an liiven 
lory of his wards* estate within sixty days alter 
his appointment, as nq-iired by law; and this 
«v ideiice conducts to show that it would be to the 
interest of the infants that their estate, wliich 
waRj.iInt and undivided, should be under the 
cuiitiol of one rather than of two persons. 

Judge Stitxs delivered the opinion of the 
Co urt. 

i he question in thi-^ case Is, whether a reniov 
al of the guardian was not eminently proper 
and whether the County Judge ought not, in the 
exercise of a sound discretion, to have made an 
order to that effect. 

Our ground relied ou— that is. the failure ol 
the guardian to file un inventory of hia wards 
estate within sixty days after his appointment — 
was, of Itself, sufficient to have jiMiified such an 
ordi r. 'I he RetUrd Statutes, chapter 43, art. 3 
srcs. 1 and 2, page 374, impose this duty upoi 
every statutory guardian, and provide that, for 
failure to comply wiih it, he may be removed 
But conceding that this negloct did not, ol 
itself, imperatively demand the removal of the 
guardian, the other facts presented, when cottsid 
ered therewith being the case clearly nitliin the 
IlMsic of 1st art of the chapter, supra, Rea 
Stat 3(3, wliich declares that *‘Wlien aguardian 
shall have become insane, move out of the State, 
become incapable ol direharging the duties of 
his trust, or ecidently unsuUsd therefor , the court* 
alter notice, may remove him,** &c 

The reasons which superinduced the removal 
ol the first guardian and the appointment ol 
•McAiee, vix , the relation of step father, and 
the necessity and propriety of the daughters 
tieing with and under the control of her mother, 
his 'ormer wile, no longer exist. So far as ih 
record shows, iliere are no ties of rel.itioiiship, 
no tuotivo or obligation, save those imposed by 
the stipulations ol his bond, to prompt or incite 
the guardian lo rear bis ward in such manner as 
her estate and position require or would justify. 

Consanguinity and relationship are iinporunt 
couHideralioiis in the appointment of guardians. 
The l.tw recognizing the familiar truth, that in- 
latits and their interests are safer iu tiie haiid.s ol 
lelatiicM than Strangers, make t em con<rol in 
the order ol precedence prescribed lor the action 
of County Couru. 

1 he fact ihil there was no consangniniry or 
lie of lelulioiifhip between the guardian aud 
ward luinl.-hes, ol Itself, no sufficient reason to 
remove him, alter lie had been appoiniud, but he 
having Uhsumed an altitude, and as.-ier(ed claim 
hostile to the Interest of his ward, the fact that ho 
WHS a diranger in blooii, tends to loriify the con 
cluaioii that he had become '^evidently unsuit 
eu'* fur a laiihfui discharge of his duties as 
guardian, and unfit for the p.»aiiiou. 

1 be law makes It the duty of a guardian to 
look after and protect all the iuteiesis of bis 
ward, aud condemns the acquirement of anr 
right by him inconsistent with this duty. He 
cannot serve himself aud bis ward, wbeo their 
interests conflict. 

In view then of the neglect of appellee to 
render an inventory of bis ward’s estate, as re- 
quired by law— ol his attitude as an adverse 
claimant of rights inconsistent with her interest, 
and the peculiar circumstances attenciiig his ap 
pointroeiit— our coIlclu^iuo is that he was evi- 
dently unsuiied to discharge the duiie.s of guar- 
dian fur appellant, and should therefore have 
been removed. 

Wlierefori-, the judgment of the Circuit Court 
affirming the order of the County Court is 
friNTSft/ and the cause remanded, w iih directions 
to revise said order, and tend the case back to the 
Ctiuuiy Couii, wiiii an order directing the re 
movalof appellee as guardiuu of appellant.

'I he truce will not last long; old diplomacy 
seems but little disposed lo sec tilings as thev 
really are. Diplomacy still looks upon you 
(lie handful ol malcontents which she has been 
accustomed to despise, bhe does nut know that 
in you there are the elements ot a great ii.tlion, 
and thal in your free und independent liearUs 
there germinate the seeds of a wolrd-w ide revo 
liitioii it our lights shall not be recognized, and 
il the people will not allow us lo be masters In 
our ow II home.
